COMPLAINTS RE SEED RELIEF 


President Robeit Gardiner of the U.F.A. has commented 
litically on the distribution of seed relief through provin- 
ial channels, asserting that there has been much delay, 
Jius endangering the ultimate crop; that the wheat when 
eeeived was still uncleaned, and that the maximum of 300 
mshels was insufficient for available acreage. 

From what cun be learned from authorities in this dis- 
ict there has been no reasonable complaint of delay in 
etting the seed.' All orders coming in to the various nfuni- 
ipalities have been filled in good seeding time. 

In some parts of the community, the maximum of 300 
ushels is not a sufficient allotment to sow all the acreage 
hich is ready. But whether the municipal councils would 
>e favorable to an unlimited grain advance is a question. 
The position seems to be that a relief plan of-any rt&turc 
ikes care of actual needs, without entering to any extent 
into the speculative ventures. 

The advance made to the individual farmer is on a relief 
' asis. but is protected by a note and lien on his future crop 
: n order to advance the grain, many municipalities hav« 
ad to borrow from the banks, and their undertaking if 
hacked by the senior governments. If this is a good crop 
■ car, there should be little difficulty in collecting payment 
for the seed advanced. If it is not a good year, the unfor 
unate farmer vv : 11 be unable to make his repayment, and 
the general taxpayer will absorb the loss temporarily. To 
what extent municipal't'es and senior governments would 
he approved hv the public in advancing gra n beyond main- 
‘enance requirements is a debatable point. 

This year, however, presents unusual conditions, ft is the 
‘irst year for a long time that the sowing of wheat might 
prove so profitable as to remove some of the burdens under 
which farmers are breaking. Many farmers are for the 
first time in a position where they have to ask for seed 
grain, and these are normally successful men who would 
he ‘a good risk. They may have large acreage lying idle 
and equipment lying idle, because of the limit on grain ad¬ 
vances. It Is ironic that the year in which they have a 
chance of making recovery, they should be unable to secure 
r.n adequate amount of grain. 

In the past when seed grain advances have been made, it 
s sa d there has-been no difficulty in securing an adequate 
acreage. But this year it is labelled “relief.” 


In a statement made at the inaugur¬ 
ation of a Province-wide drive against 
veneral disease, Dr. S. C. Peterson, di¬ 
rector of veneral disease control for 
British Columbia, recently stated: "Of¬ 
ficial surveys show that five to ten per 
cent of the general population are af¬ 
flicted with syphilis and that two or 
three times 4 that many are suffering 
from gonorrhea or its complications.” 

“The economic and social cost of 
venereal disease is tremendous," Dr. 
Peterson recently declared. “Millions 
of dollars are spent each year to care 
for the insane, the crippled and other¬ 
wise incapacitated. Death and inca¬ 
pacity of the breadwinner means bro¬ 
ken homes and dependent children.” 

In its early stages, syphilis can us¬ 
ually be completely cured by exper¬ 
ienced, licensed physicians, according 
to officials of the Health League of 
Canada. That organization has pion¬ 
eered in the field of venereal disease. 
They were instrumental in having 102 
clinics for the treatment of veneral 
disease established in Canada. 

Much can be done even for those 
suffering from syphilis in its advanced 
stages, officials of the Health League 
stated. Many persons are unaware of 
their infection. Periodic health exam- 
nations would reveal the disease were 
present. The disease may pass un¬ 
knowing! /'from one person to another. 
Fathers and mothers have infected 
their children in this way. Most tragic 
of all are its innocent prey, especially 
babies bom with syphilis. 

Prevention, early diagnosis and 
thorough and persistent treatment will 
overcome this most dangerous enemy 
of mankind, the Health League of Can¬ 
ada contends.

The following is a story told at the 
annual meeting of the Red Cross So¬ 
ciety about the supplies issued in one 
of tne large drought areas by Mr. C. F. 
\\ ill is. Government Relief Office for 
the Hanna district: 

“I have not a prepared speech, but 
am just a ‘Voice from the Wilderness’ 
from the heart of the drought area. 
For the past sixteen months I have 
been making a survey through this, 
district, and in the course of my work 
have visited homes, sometimes where 
there are ten in a family, and I know 
conditions very thoroughly, and until 
we got Red Cross assistance, the peo¬ 
ple were living in a very low spirited 
way, thinking—‘Is there nobody who 
cares?’ 

“They were getting assistance 
through the regular relief channels, 
but bedding and clothing were deplet¬ 
ed, very often beds were covered with 
cowhides, and that is not one-case but 
many cases, and I am givingyon facts. 
I must have seen fifty beds in my sur¬ 
vey with cowhides to cover people; old 
overalls patched and quilts made out 
of old coats and dresses, all sewed to¬ 
gether, and that would make up their 
beds. I was very pleased when I got 
a telephone message one day telling 
what the Red Cross was prepared to 
do. I immediately got on the tele¬ 
phone and told the people what the 
Red Cross was going to do for them— 
it just seemed to them like ’Manna 
from Heaven.’ I have a Ford car, V-8 
and the back of it was like a young 
box car, piled full of bedding. They 
wpuld gather round me, mothers would 
come to me and say: ‘Well we thought 
it was a joke about Santa Claus, but 
we believe there is one now, and we 
believe .there is a God after all.’ 

“Red Cross has come to our aid in a 
-wonderful Way with bedding supplies 
and knitting wool. Why, some old la¬ 
dies bad not knitted for years, and 
they went home with the wool I gave 
them and in two days were back for 
more and with tears running down 
their cheeks would say, ‘I knitted 
mitts for our John, or my old man.' 
You have no idea, not the slightest 
idea, what it meant to those people to 
see that bedding and clothing coming 
in. In the district I am immediately 
responsible for around Hanna, I have 
an area of .3700 square miles in 105 
townships, with a population of 6000, 
and one-third of them are on direct re¬ 
lief, some more than others, some have

Blood Tests for 

Driving Fitness 


Surveying The 

Seed Situation 


Some weeks ago some members of a 
delegation of Alberta Temperance or¬ 
ganization representatives who inter¬ 
viewed the Provincial Government 
suggested the need of blood tests being 
taken in accidents where the drivers 
were suspected of being intoxicated. 

It was contended that this would be 
a further step in the interests of high¬ 
way safety. Due to the many acci¬ 
dents caused by drunken drivers, it 
was held that adoption of such a sys¬ 
tem of blood tests would prove a use¬ 
ful deterrent. 

Attention to the value of blood tests 
is being given in the province of On¬ 
tario where, according to Dr. Joyce- 
lyn Rogers, provincial analyst, the 
technique is being perfected to deter¬ 
mine whether drivers who appear to 
have been drinking were in fact under 
the influence of alcohol and, if so, to 
what extent they had imbibed liquor. 

During the past six years, 1,1 per 
cent of the drivers involved in traffic 
accidents and 2.5 of the drivers involv¬ 
ed in traffic fatalities in Ontario, were 
charged with drunken driving. 

Not only that, but it is generally ad¬ 
mitted that only a fraction of an in¬ 
toxicant necessary to induce drunken- 
impairs perception and judgment

Recently the National Association- 
of Manufacturers in the United States 
made a survey of the situation and 
made an enlightening report. 

“Some idea of the distance to which 
taxation has gone,” the report said, 
“may be seen in the case of the oil in¬ 
dustry. Combined figures of the com¬ 
panies covered, each of which employ¬ 
ed over 5,000 persons, showed that 
taxes equalled 120 per cent, of the to¬ 
tal payrolls, and amounted to $2,111 
per employee.” 

Were the people to turn the spot¬ 
light of public attention on taxes with 
the same earnestness that it has been 
turned on other issues of lesser :onse- 
qu^nce, it might be beneficial to the 
country.
